SELIN'S BOAT 
TOO SWIFT FOR 
THe SHAMROCK 


Columbia Captures Third Race 
from the Irish Boat and 
Keeps the Cup Here, 


A STIFF BREEZE PREVAILED 


America’s Successor Showed Supetier- 
ity Over the English Built Ves- 
sel In Every Particular, 


LIPTON 1S THOROUGHLY SATISFIED 


The Last Contest Was by All Odds 
the Best, Most Exciting and in- 
teresting of the Series and 
Afforded the Best 
Sport. 


New York, October 20.—Through wild 
and hoary seas, in a breeze that ap- 
proached the dignity of a gale, the gal- 
lant sloop Columbia today vanquished 
the British challenger Shamrock by six 
minutes and eighteen seconds actual time 
and six minutes and thirty-four seconds 
thus completing the se- 
ries for the America’s cup with a mag- 
nificent rough weath duel and glorious 
yankee victory. For the eleventh time 
the attempt of a foreigner to wrest from 
America the yachting supremacy of the 
world has failed. The trophy won by 
old schooner America forty-elght years 
ago is still ours, a@ monument to the su- 
periority of American {seamanship and 
American naval architecture and a stand- 
ing challenge to the yachtsmen of all 
nations, Unbeaten America again 
tastes the glory victory. 

The intrinsic valge of the reward, which 
hundreds of thougands of dollars were 
expended to secu, ts small—simply an 
antiquated piece of silverware which 
Queen Victory offered to the best sail- 
ing ship in the world in the early days 
of her reign, but around it cluster the 
precious memories of unbroken Ameri- 
can triumph and the honor of mastery in 
the noblest of sports. 

To Sir Thomas Lipton, whose name 
is now added to the list of defeated as- 
pirants for the honor of carrying the 
cup back across the Atlantic, failure was 
a crushing blow. His hopes had been 
high. But like the true sportsman that 
he is, the sting of defeat has left no 
bitterness and with undaunted courage 
he intimates that he may be back with 
a better boat to try again. During his 
stay here, Sir Thomas has made himself 
1r.ore popular than any previous chal- 
lenger, and the yachtsmen of this country 
will be glad to welcome him back. Ex- 
cept for the repeated flukes and the un- 
fortunate accident to the challenger on 
Tuesday this series of races has been 
unmarred by a single untoward incident. 
The boats have had two fair and square 
races, one in Hight airs and the other un

Rough Weather Qualities Tested. 

Today’s race was aglorioustestof the 
rough weather qualities of the yachts. 
There was too much frostiness in the 
air for comfort, and it was far too rough 
for land lubbers. The sky was over- 
cast with cold gray clouds and the fierce 
winds whipped the foam out of the rac- 
ing waves until they whitened the face 
of the sea. Outside, the ocean was a 
riot of whitecaps. Some of the holiday 
fleet declined to brave the perils of the 
harpies riding on the northeaster and tnose 
that did rolled and plunged in the tum- 
bling billows, sending all but the old salts 
below. The prayer of Sir Thomas for 
wind was answered. It was blowing 
twenty-five miles an hour at the light- 
ship, enough wind and enough sea to 
make any racing machine stagger.

TAKEN BACK TO PENITENTIARY 


Alexander Identified as a Man Who 

Escaped Twenty-One Years Ago. 

Columbia, &. C., October 4.—(Special.)— 
Twenty-one years and six months ago, 
Joe Alexander, a negro, was convicted of 
burglary in this city, and sent to the 
state penitentiary for a term of two 
years. At the end of the first six months 
Alexander managed to escape. Nothing 
more was ever heard of the negro by the 
prison officials, and he was supposed to 
have died. During that period, however, 
he was alive and well, and he has been 
in! almost every state from Pennsylvania 
to Florida. Yesterday he came back to 
Columbia, thinking that none would 
recognize him or Knew of his past: but 
he reckoned without his host. He had not 
been on the street long befcre he was 
seen by one who knew him and of his 
escape, and informed Sergeant Swearin- 
gen, of the police force. The sergeant 
promptly took charge of the negro and 
took him to the prison, where he was 
promptly identified. The customary re- 
ward was paid for the return of the con- 
vict, and last night Alexander began 
anew the service of his interrupted sen.

KEROSENE USES T@ QUICKEN FLAMES 


Mob Finds the Criminals and One 
Tells the Story and Is Roast- 
ed to Death. 


Canton, Miss., October 10.—The little 
town of Saint Anne, twenty miles east of 
Canton, in Leake county, was last night 
the scene of a tragedy—a sequel to the 
burning of the Gambrel family the night 
before. Joe Leflore, a negro, who was 
captured by a posse, confessed that he, 
in company with other negroes, had tied 
Mrs. Gambrel and her four children to 
the floor of the house, saturated the sur- 
roundings with kerosene and burned the 
helpless people alive. The negrc, after a 
confession of the crime, was promptly 
roped to a stake and burnei to a crisp 
while the citizens looked on in silence. 

Another negro, Bob Smith, was saved 
in the nick of time, as there was doubt 
as to his guilt. ' 

The Gambrel tragedy oceurred ‘Thurs- 
day morning. It was first thought that 
the fire was the result of an accident, 
but a casual investigation revealed cir- 
cumstances so suspicious that a more 
searching investigation wag made, and it 
was soon established beyond doubt that 
the family hai been murdered and the 


| house fired. 


Posses were immediately formed to 
scour the country, and followed every 
possible clew. Before the posses left St. 
Anne it was discovered that Joe Lefore, 
a negro who iived in the neighborhood, 
and who had heretofore borne a good 
reputation, had disappeared, Early last 
evening Leflore was captured several 
miles from the scene of the murder. At 
first the murderer denied any knowledge 
of the crime, but he finally broke down 
and confessei that he and Bob and An- 
drew Smith, two other negroes, were 
guilty. He hoped for no mercy, and told 
with a brutal frankness. all the details of 
the crime. In the yard where the Gam- 
brel residence had stood Leflore was tied 
to a stake and burned alive. No one sent 
a merciful bullet into his body to kill 
him. Andrew Smith escaped. from the 
mob while Leflore was being burned, and 
has not been captured. Bob Smith was 
tied to another stake and a fire started, 
though he was finally released, as there 
was a possibility of his. proving his inno- 
cence. 

Andrew Smith will be recaptured, and 
if it is proven that he and his brother 


can save them from a similar fate meted 
(out to Leflore. 

The sheriff of Léake county went to 
the scene of the tragedy and took the 
negro Robert Smith and three nezro 
women, who were implicated by Le- 
flore, aad started to Carthage, the coun- 
ty seat. It is not thought the sheriff 
will reach Carthage with his prisoners as 
there are about #0 men gathered about 
the scene of the crime, and they seem 
determined to let no guilty one escape 
their vengeance. Telephone communi- 
cation is very limited, the nearest con- 
nection being St. Annes, about fourteen 
miles distant from the Gambrel place.

Bureau of Fdreign Commerce. Dear Sir: 
Since the publication in advance sheets 
of consular reports of the arraignment of 
the reports of the Jamaican correspon- 
dent of this association on charges of in. 
accuracy and falsehood, I have had an 
investigation made to ascertain the facts. 
‘The primary instructions to our agents 
and representatives throughout the world 
being to maintain absolute accuracy in 
their reports, these charges were regard- 
ed as sufficiently grave to warrant thor- 
ough inquiry. I am able to report, there- 
fore, in consequence of this inquiry, that 
every one of the statements made by our 
correspondent in the dispatch held up by 
the colonial authorities as a sample of in- 
accuracy was extracted mostly verbatim 
from official communications published by 
the official organs of the local gover- 
ment at Kingston, Jarraica, which it may 
be reasonably assumed are proper sources 
upon which to draw for information as 
to the internal affairs of the island. A 
comparison of the dispatch quoted by the 
colonial authorities with newspapers of 
the corresponding cate published at King- 
Ston, Jamaica, verifies the statements of 
our correspondent on this point; henco, 
we respectfully submit that it would ap- 
pear to be only justice for the bureau to 
make these facts known as publicly as 
were the criticisms contained in the ar- 
ticle of September 19, 1899.

COLUMBIA BEATS 
THE SHAMROCK

angle of almost 45 degrees. This allowed 
the big sail to draw like a locomotive; but 
it was rather dangerous, and twice an 
extra puff of wind carried the sail forward 
and up until it tumbled over the stay. 
But the Deer Isle sailors each had it back 
in place in a jiffy. The Shamrock had no 
suchymishap, as Hogarth carried his 
boom much lower. The yankee trick. 
however, did its work, lifting the head 
of the Columbia out of the water until 
she seemed to be skimming over the sur- 
face. The excursion fleet trailing down 
on either side wére chasing after the 
yachts as fast as their steam would carry 
them. But the big sloops set so hot a 
pace that they left half of the tugboats 
and some of the steam yachts astern. 
They were going at a thirteen-knot clip, 
the yankee slowly but surely, inch by 
inch, overhauling her adversary. Closer 
and closer she drew astern of the challen- 
ger, hoping with her mountain of canvas 
to shut off her rival’s wind. When the 
Columbia had crept up to within striking 
distance the green boat crowded on a 
little more canvas, setting a baby jib top- 
sail, and for ten minutes she seemed to 
hold the American even... Both were going 
like frightened deer. A stern chase is a 
long one, but as the yachts approached 
the outer mark, the patriots, with high- 
bounding pulses, saw the-Columbla was 
again picking up on the enemy. 

They Bowl Along Neck and Neck. 

At 12:10 o’clock, half a mile from the 
mark, the Bristol boat got alongside the 
challenger and neck and neck, like a span 
of race horses, they bowled down for the 
float. Three minutes later, when they 
took in their spinnakers preparatory to 
gibbing, the Columbia was a length in the 
lead and footing like mad. The yachts 
Swept around the mark, the Columbia 
seventeen seconds ahead, but so close that 
one chorus from the fleet answered for 
both. The Columbia had gained a minute 
and eighteen seconds tn the fifteen-mile 
run, 

As they leaned away on the starboard 
tack for the beat’ home, the whiteflyer 
Was to windward and about a length 
ahead. With their sheets trimmed fiat 
aft they surged into the head seas. send- 
ing the brine smoking as high as the 
spreaders. They careened until their lee 
rails were awash in'the swirling, driving 
waves. Oceans of spray came over and 
occasionally both shipped solid crests of 
green water forward. Their wakes 
a smothered foam.’ Everything aboard 
was wet and dripping. Seldom has there 
been such a smashing séa under the bows 
of cup contestants. The water spurted 
twenty feet into the ain. The green boat 
labored more than the yankee. Onre or 
twice she buried her bowsprit in the seas, 
wetting her headstl’®. It was a grand 
sight. 

Columbia Increases Her Lead. 

The Columbia pointed almost a point 
higher than her rival and footed just as 
fast. Columbia had housed her working 
topsail before they turned the mark, but 
Shamrock held on until in the constantly 
freshening wind she decided that it was 
too dangerous to carry it longer and a 
sallor was sent aloft te: lower it. It wes 
a delicate job with the big 90-footer buck- 
ing into the jumping sea like a broncho, 
but after five minutes of hard work it 
was successfully accomplished. On every 
tack of the stretch to windward the yan- 
kee increased her lead, sailing so close 
that the old salts said she could ‘‘wipe 
the eye of the. wind.’’ 

At 1:45 the Columbia was leading by a 
quarter of a mile. The situation of the 
Shamrock was desperate, and reckless of 
the consequences, the British skipper de- 
cide to crowd on more canvas. Fearless- 
ly he sent up and after a deal of trouble 
succeeded in setting a small topsai. 
'Columbia had the race well in hand and 
did not need to risk a broken spar. She 
kept on under mainsail, stay and jib. For- 
tunately the challenger’s topmast didn’t 
carry away, though she leaned over un- 
der the pressure of canvas until her 
slippery decks were tilted at an angle of 
30 degrees. Her speed was undoubtedly 
increased, but her inability to point lost 
her almost as much as she gained in foot- 
ing. Then she resorted to splitting tacks, 
once running close in shore under the 
Navesink highlands. A slight cant in 
the wind favored her at this time and 
she managed to close up the gap until 
little more than half a mile separated her 
from the Columbia. The patriots began to 
feel nervous, but with the finishing line 
two miles away there was little danger, 

The Finish Was Magnificent. 

Soof after the wind slackened a little, 
and thereafter Shamrock lost rather than 
gained ground. All the excursion boats 
at this time were bucking into the head 
seas for home as fast as their crews could 
churn. The tug boats were flooded. But 
as on the run down, the pace was too 
hot and not half the fleet was in at the 
finish. The rush of the yachts through 
the seas on the final tack was magnifi- 
cent. Geysers spurted from the bows and 
drenched the sailors lying piled up against 
the weather rail. As the gallant yankee 
shot across the finish between the light- 
ship and the committee boat the skippers 
of the fleet that had got there in time 
almost forgot to open their whistles, so 
absorbed were they in the stirring spec- 
tacle. But they made up for it later. 

The defeated chaHenger raced across 
5 minutes and 17 seconds later. The 
much-touted rough weather boat had 
been beaten in a thirty-mile course 6 
minutes and 18 seconds actual time, or 
with the allowances she was to concede 
Columbia on account of her longer water 
line, 6 minutes anf 34 seconds. The 
Shamrock got a noisier reception than 
Columbia as she finished, perhaps because 
the later time at which she crossed gave 
opportunity tor some of the belated ves- 

up. 

ae pbovce cadiehedies followed. The victor 
after lowering her sails set the stars and 
stripes at her topmast truck, at both 
ends of her speaders and at the taffrail. 
Soon the whole fleet blossomed out in 
American flags, Patriotic skippers ran- 
sacked their lockers for them and they 
flew from every staff and mast. 

Later the Erin, which had remained be- 
hind for a few minutes with the Sham- 
rock, steamed up-to the Columbia, the 
stars and stripes fluttering from main to 
mizzen. The Corsair greeted her ‘with 
cannon, which Sir Thomas acknowledged 
by dipping the English jack at the taff- 
rail. Then by Sir Thomas’s orders the 
crew of the Erin lined the rail and gave 
three good Anglo-Saxon cheers for the 
victors. They were returned with in- 
terest by the proud crew of the Columbia. 
Later Sir Thomas went aboard the Cor- 
sair and there soon afterwards Mr. Iselin. 
managing owner of the Columbia, joined

ARE ANXIOUS FOR PEACE 


Aguinaldo’s Representative Willing 
To Surrendér More Prisoners. 


DETAILS OF RELEASE YET TO BE MABE 


Rebel Delegation Will Return to 
MacArthur Today To Receive 
Otis’s Answer. 


Manila, October 20.—10 Pp. m.—Three in- 
surgent officers entered Angeles this 
morning and applied to General MacAr- 
thur for permission for a Filipino com- 
mission headed by a Filipino major gen- 
eral, to visit General Otis in order to 
discuss peace terms and to arrange for 
the delivery of more American prisoners 
as well as to consider the methods for 


the release of Spanish prisoners. 

The request was referred to General 
Otis. The insurgent officers are expected 
to return tomorrow to receive his an- 


swer. 

Captain McRae, with a battalion of the 
Third infantry, and Captain Chyneweth, 
with a battalion of the Seventeenth in- 
fantry, marched to the town of Jose 
Malinas for the purpose of dispersing a 
band of 300 insurgents, under Juan Di- 
carot, who had recently been annoying 
our outposts and travelers along the road 
from Santa Ana to Arayat. The insur- 
gents fled in the direction of Malang. 
The country between Angeles and Arayat 
ig now reported clear. The Democracia 
reports that the juntas in the orient 
and Europe intend to send a deiegation 
to Washington to present the Filipino 
cause. 

Regidor will probablg be the president 
of the delegation and -Agoncillo and Apa- 
cible will be among its members. 


WON’T BE ADMITTED TO MANILA 


Filipino Commission Will Have To 
Deal with MacArthur. 


Manila, October 21, 10:25 a. m.—It is be- 
lieved that the Filipino commissioners on 
whose behalf permission was asked to 
visit General Otis to discuss peace terms 
and other matters, if admitted to the 
American lines will not be brought to Ma- 
nila, but it is expected that General Mac- 
Arthur will be empowered to meet them. 
If he be authorized to receive them, he 
will do so in the status of individuals com- 
ing from Aguinaldo and will decline to 
receive any official communication from 
the so-called republic.

WILL CONTEST THE

Prohibitionists Net Satisfied with the 
Election of Thursday. 


NOTIFIED THE ORDINARY 


That They Would Contest and Vote 
Was Not Consolidated. 


ORDINARY HEARD THE ARGUMENTS 


Then Adjourned Court Until Monday 
Morning—He Will Consult Law- 
yers in the Meantime. 


Griffin, Ga., October 2%.—(Special.)—The 
prohibition contest in Spalding county 
has now been transformed from the vo- 
ters to the courts, and the result is as un- 
certain tonight as it was one week ago. 

When the managers of the different pre- 
cincts met at the courthouse at noon to- 
day to consolidate the returns, Ordinary 
Drewry stated that he had been served 
with papers notifying him that the prohi- 
bitionists would contest the election, and 
he would hear the arguments of the at- 
torneys before allowing the votes to be 
consolidated. : 

After a brief consultation among the 
attorneys the argument was set ‘for 5 
o’clock this afternoon, and after placing 
the ballot boxes in the ordinary’s vaults 
the body adjourned. 

Ordinary Drewry called the court to or- 
der promptly at 3 o'clock, when Colonel 
Lloyd Cleveland, attorney for the defend- 
ants, took the flcor and argued the law at 
length, setting forth the right of the or- 
dinary to at once declare the result of the 
election. He said the court had no power 
ta pasa upon the contest, but that it 
was the duty of the supreme court to 
pass upon same. When the ordinary de- 
clares the result of the election and ad- 
vertises the same in papers for four 
weeks. then one-tenth of the iegal voters 
can petition for a contést. 

Hon. R. T, Daniel, for the prohibition- 
ists, declared it was in the jurisdiction of 
the ordinary to decide upon the contest.

A HODGSON MEMORIAL. 


Novel and Progressive Era in the 
University of the South. 

Sewanee, Tenn., October 26.—(Special.)— 
On Thursday last a very pretty, interest- 
ing and still more suggestive ceremonial 
was held at Sewanee; and one wh:ch 
accentuates strongly the progress of the 
University of the South, and its asplra- 
tions for the future. 

This was the laying of the corner stone 
of the Hodgson memorial infirmary, with 
religious, civil and professional observ- 
ances. 

Seated on the most picturesque hill in 
the reservation, this ivy-clad stone build- 
ing dominates the prettiest natural sec- 
ticn of the demesne, about one-third of 
a mile fiom the chapel yard. It was 
erected and donated in 1878 by Rev. Tel- 
fair Hodgson, D.D., as a memorial to his 
daughter, at a cost of some $15,000. 

Dr. Hodgson was then vice chancellor 
of the university, and its most earnest 
and most loving worker. A man of 
wealth, and a good confederate soldier, 
the young minister had left a detizghtful 
New York living, where he was widely

Says People ef Georgia Should Have 
Privilege 


TO EXPRESS THEIR OPINIONS 


On the Disfranchisement of the Illit- 
erate Voters 


AND OTHER MATTERS QF IMPORTANCE 


Ask for a Board of Assessors for 
Clarke County—General News 
of Athens. 


Athens, Ga., October 2%.—(Special.)—The 
grand jury of Clarke county, after mak- 
ing a number of recommendations, took 
up an issue of state importance, and 
made the following presentment: 

‘Relieving that it is our privilege and 
duty to express what we believe to be the 
opinions of the people of this county on 
public matters, we take occasion to ex- 
press the desire that our legislators will 
submit to the people of the state the 
question of a constitutional convention. 
We have had proofs that the illiterate vo- 
ters of this state are a menace to good 
government, being purchasable and con- 
trolled by the most objectionable meth- 
ods, and we think the elimination of this 
danger from our body politic well worth 
the cost of a convention. Other southern 
stateg have acted in this direction, and 
we hope Georgia wil] taKe this step to- 
ward limiting the franchise to those who 
will exercise it intelligently. We also feel 
that in no other way, except through a 
constitutional convention, can the wrong- 
ful practice of using free passes on rail- 
roads by pubiic officials be corrected. 

“In its last analysis the giving of free 
passes to public officers is nothing more 
or Jesag than an effort to influence them 
favorably to the giver, when any issue 
arises that they may be interested in. It 
is freely charged that the jiegislature and 
the courtg of Georgia are controlled by 
the railroads, and free passes are re- 
sponsible for much of this feeling.’’ 

Tha grand jury also asked that a Dill 
be passed giving Clarke county a board 
of assessors of all property, both real 
and personal, in order that personal prop- 
erty might be made to bear its full share 
o!: the burden of taxation.

SBACOAST BRISTLES 
WITH HEAVY GUNS 


Chief ef Engineers of Army Makes His 
Annual Report. 
ESTIMATES ARE SUBMITTED 


Wilson Asks for $15,000,000 To 
Carry on Work Under Contract. 


BATTERIES ARE WELL SCATTERED 


Towns on Water Fronts Are Now 
Well Guarded Against Attack 
by Men-of-War. 


Washington, October 20.—The annual fe- 
port of the chief, of engineers of the army, 
Brigadier Genera] John M. Wilson, made 
public today, submits estimates for river 
and harbor works already authorized by 
congress, but net provided for by contin- 
uing contracts, amounting to $25,906,821. 
In addition he asks for $15,582 626 to carry 
on works already contracted for. 

The report shows that the existing ap- 
proved projects for seacoast defenses con- 
template the emplacement of about five 
hundred heavy guns of eight, ten, twelve 
and sixteen-inch caliber; of about eight 
hundred rapid-fire guns and of about one 
thousand mortars, at an estimated ap- 
proximate cost for the. engineering work 
of $35,000,000. An estimate of $4,500,(00 is 
submitted for continuing the work of con- 
struction of these batteries and for the 
defense of Porto Rico. The sum of $5 663,- 
000 was allotted by the president out of 
the national defense. fund, in all, for the 
engineering department. 

Under the head of fortifications, General 
Wilson says that in addition to the thirty 
localities in the United States for which 
projects for permanent seacoast bitterlies 
have been adopted, the defense of several 
other localities Is now under considera- 
tion. Considerable study has been g'ven 
to the subject of defense of our insular 
possessions, resulting in complete projects 
for San Juan and preliminary projects for 
Honolulu and Pearl harbor, so that the 
construction of batteries for these places 
can begin as soon as congress appropri- 
ates the funds. There has’ been a consid- 
erable revision of existing projects for 
other points, caused by the development 
of the rapid-fire gun, and further revisions 
will be required to meet improvements in 
ships and ordnance. 

Work on seacoast: defenses has heen 
vigorously carried on at twenty-five local- 
itles, nearly allkof which are even now so 
supplied with heavy guns and mortars as 
to permit of effective defense against 
naval attacks. An inrrease in rarid-flre 
armament, General Wilson eays, is now 
the most urgent necessity, there having 
been delay in securing these guns in the 
past year, owing to difficulties with con- 
tractors, The temporary batteries con- 
structed during the war with Spain have 
been abandoned where erected on private 
land. Up to date provision has been 
made for emplacing 297 heavy®geuns, 303 
rapid-fire guns and 344 mortars. This ar- 
mament 
harbors, During the year there was add- 
ed to these a coast complement of 11 
twelve-inch guns, 13 ten-inch guns, 24 
eight-inch guns, 20 rapid-fire guns and 32 
mortars. With this rapid growth of the 
coast defenses, the artillery organiza 
tion whieh must care for them has been 
utterly unable to cope, and the difficulty 
has been increased by the withdrawal of 
two regiments for foreign service and by 
the necessitv for services of skilled elec- 
tricians and mechanics to care for the 
highly complex ordnance. 

The work of installing dynamite bat- 
teries at San Francisco harbor has been 
completed, but at Sandy Hook provision 
remains to be made for the permanent 
protection of the guns in place. Contracts 
have been made for dynamite batteries of 
one gun each at Fishers’ Island and Port 
Royal, S. Cc. To complete the acquisition 
of sites still required to carry out ap- 
proved projects of coast defense, funds 
must be provided for one site in Boston 
harbor. two in Narragansett bay, one in 
New York harbor and one in Port Royal 
harbor, South Carolina. 

Valuable experience was said to have 
been gained with the torpedo system dur, 
ing the war with Spain. In general that 
system fully realized all expectations and 
only a few minor changes are contem- 
plated. 

Turning to the gubject of rivers and 
harbors, the chief of engineers expresses 
satisfaction at the working of the con- 
tract system generally. 

A.summary of the detalled estimates 
recommended for river and harbor work 
shows the following items of $50,000 or 
more: 

James river, Virginia, $400,000: Cape Fear 
river, at and below Wilmington, N. C., 
$250,000: Coosa river, between Rome, Ga., 
and bridge, $478,000: Coosa river, between 
Wetumpka and bridge, $500,C00; St. Johns 
river, Florida, Jacksonville to ocean, $500, - 
000: St. Johns river, Orange mills flats, 
$80,000; Tombigbee river to Demopolis, 
Ala., $250,000; Norfolk harbor, Virginta, 
and approaches, $565,774: Charleston har- 
bor, South Carolina, $25).(00; Hillsboro 
bay, Florida, $175,000; Key West harbor en- 
trance, $200,000; Pensac»la harbor, Florida 
$95,000.

Bringing Mrs. Eddy Into Court. 

Cincinnati Commercial-Tribune: The suit of 
Mrs. Josephine Woodbury against Mrs. Mary 
Baker Eady will stir Christian Scientist circles 
to the periphery. The case is. peculiar in that 
the trial is certain to develop many features 
whith have never come to the surface, and in 
the end show all the strength and all the 
weaknesses of this new and widesrgead faith 
and practice. This suit of Mrs. Woodbury is 
trought not alone against Mrs. Eddy, but 
against some of her supporters and against 
the fead church tn Boston. The plaintiff asks 
damages against the defendants for libels vt- 
tered in the church last June and afterwards 
printed in the organs of the church. She names 
the stm of $150,000 as the amount she has heen 
damaged. Without entering into details, scme 
of which are shocking, it may be said that the 
alleged libel consisted in a comparison crawn 
from the Book of Revelation, in which tle 
scarlet woman of the seventeenth chapter Is 
made to stand for Mrs. Woodbury. According 
to the petition of the plaintiff, Mrs. Eddy adiicd 
much to the matter, sufficient to blast her 
character and bring her into disrepute. As 
far as the general public is concerned, it will 
be interested in knowing that the ‘uit, uccord- 
ing to Frederick Peabody, the plaintiff’s at- 
torney, will, from its nature, bring into court 
all of the claims of Mrs. Eddy as to her spir- 
itual powers, and in the end lead to some in- 
structive disclosures. It may be said that Mrs, 
Eddy has transferred all her property, in- 
cluding jewels and other personalty, to Mrs. 
Frye, her private secretary, but evely after- 
noon when Mrs. Eddy drives out the secretary 
is seated beside the coachman, dressed in a 
livery of green. This transfer of proparty has 
been attached according to the usual custcm. 
The trial will be pushed to an early conelu- 
sion. It will doubtless be a revelation cf many 
things to the general public.

15 STILL UNBROKEN 


Serious Relults Follow the Lesg Dry 
Spell in Many: Localities. 


CATTLEMEN ARE SUFFERERS 


Ranges Are Almost Entirely De- 
stroyed by Hot, Baking Sun. 


GRASS IN MOST PLACES IS SHORT 
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} Lone Star Farmer Has Been Taught 


a Lesson and Will Raise Grain 
in the Future. 


Austin, Tex., October 15.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—The drought continues una- 
bated in the Beeville section, and its ef- 
fects are becoming serious in many locali- 
ties, especially to cattlemen. The range in 
many places has been short all the year 
and the hot, dry weather of the last few 
months has almost entirely destroyed 
every vestige of growth. In some locali- 
ties, however, plenty of rain has fallen 
and the range is very good, but it will 
in many instances have to be overstocked, 
thus cutting the grass in these places 
short. Most of the cattlemen who have 
Aombined farming with stock raising 
have plenty of feed to carry their cattle 
through the winter, and are apprehending 
no serious results from the drought. 
Those, however, who have depended sole- 
ly on the range and their ability to pur- 
chase feedstuffs in case it was needed are 
now on the anxious seat. This is but an- 
other forceful illustration of the propo- 
sition that success will crown the efforts 
of the man who combines both stock rais- 
ing and farming. More money can be 
made out of corn, oats, hay and fodder 
when fed to cattle and hogs than when 
these products are sold in their natural 
State. The people of this section are fast 
coming to realize this, and in connection 
with crop diversification big things can be 
confidently looked for along this line with- 
in the next few years, 


Writes from Manila. 


‘W. H. Matherly, of Gainesville has re- 
ceived a letter from his son, Horace, who 
is a soldier in the Philippine war. The 
letter is dated Guiguinto, Luzon, August 
26, 1899, and an extract from it reads as 
follows: 

“Owing to a typhoon that has been rag- 
ing in the bay we have had five days of 
very hard rain, It is the same old \story 
of wading in water up to our knees. There 
have been several captures made during 
the past month, one of them being a na- 
tive with $22,000, making a good heading 
for the rebel lines. Others have been mgde 
that | do not Know the exact facts -of.

Of course it will be hard on us fellows 
to chase them, but a few days or weeks 
or months of forced marching would be 
bettey than years of staying here and 
bushwhacking and suffering with dys- 
entery, etc, This cilmaté may not affect 
any one for some time, but in the course 
of time it will get in its’ work.”’ 

Texan Receives Big Offer. 

George E, Fitzgerald, of El Paso, a min- 
ing man known throughout the west, has 
received an Offer from an English syndi- 
cate of £260,000 for a vast tract of land 
owned by him within the present bounda- 
ry limits of Venezuela. Fitzgerald inher- 
ited the land from his father, C. C. Fitz- 
gerald, who obtained it by purchase from 
Venezuela seventeen years ago. The land 
was in the territory afterwards claimed 
by Great Britain and was found to be 
rich in minerals. Englishmen were oper- 
ating gold and irou mines on the land, 
when by the recent decision of the boun- 
dary commission jt again became Vene- 
zuelan territory and the title reverted to 
Fitzgerald and his two brothers. The lat- 
ter served in the Philippines as officers in 
the Thirteenth Minnesota infantry. 

Taking Life Easy. 

Walter Ford, the negro whoa has twice 
had the day set for his execution in Waco, 
is taking life easy in the county jail. Wal- 
ter had the death penalty passed on him 
for murdering his sweetheart, Lucinda 
Moore. Before the edict of the law can be 
carried out he is to be tried for lunacy. 
When the fifty-fourth district court meets 
next month, Walter will be one of the 
first cases called. If a jury decides he is 
sane he will be hanged; if insane he will 
go to an asylum or a friend or a relative 
will take charge of him, Walter killed 
Lucinda Moore in a fit of jealousy. After 
committing the deed he met an afficer, 
and handing him his pistol, said he want- 
ed the white folks to hang him. Right 
now he doesn’t want to be hanged, and 
is either insane or trying to play a silly 


| game. His first want, when any one calls 


to see him, is a nickel or dime, and says 
he is always happy when has a coin 
in his pocket. He does not like to talk of 
the prospects of his hanging, but likes to 
discuss more interesting subjects—some- 
thing about eating or sleeping, for in- 
stance. It will not be long now until Judge 
Scott will pass on his case and the pub- 
lic will know if Walter Ford is sane or 
insane. 
Petrified Well Curbing. 

Some time ago Mr. Henry Eckhoff, of 
Brenham, was employed by a farmer liv- 
ing near Salem to repair the well on the 
place. Mr. Eckoff went down into the well 
to determine what was necéssary to be 
done, and discovered that about ten feet 
of the curbing at the bottom was petri- 
fied. The material used in the well was 
the ordinary Texas pine, and was put in 
about twelve years ago. The stream sup- 
plying the well with water came in from 
the bottom, but water of a milky color, 
Mr. Eckoff says, was percolating through 
the curbing for ten feet up, and the petri- 
faction was produced by some ingredient 
in this water, rather than calcareous sub- 
stance in the soil, to which the minerali- 
zation of timber is usually attributed.

In the shipment there 
are two males and two females, and are 
from the kennels of Mack Gilchrist, one 
of the best known followers of hounds 
in his state. The puppies have in their 
veins the Maupin blood crossed with the 
Virginia red fox hound, with also a 
strain of sEnglish blood from Prompter, 
a thoroughbred English hound imported 
by Captain Willlam Bankhead. 

Hill County Hog Raiser. 

D. T. Boone has returned from 68t. 
Louis, where he marketed two carloads 
of Hill county hogs. They sold promptly 
on arrival without cut or dock for the 
highest market price for that day, Tues- 
day. Mr. Boone has ‘shipped forty-one 
earloads of Hill county hogs this year 
and averaged $700 for each car, or $28,700 
for all. Mr. Boone thinks from the pres- 
ent indications that there will be threa 
times as many hogs raised in the county 
next year as was raised this, as the farm- 
ers are getting educated to the value of 
hogs as a side crop. Other buyers have 
also shipped out of the county about 
fifty carloads this year, 

Cotton Picking Over. 

Hon. J. M. McWilliams, president of the 
Texas State Alliance stated that In a 
week cotton picking would be over in 
the eastern part of Navarro county ex- 
cept in a few bottom fields. 

‘My cotton is about all in,” said he, 
‘and on Saturday I will discharge all 
my pickers; their work is virtually fin- 
ished. There are hundreds of cotton 
pickers in the county hunting work, but 
there is no work for them; what cotton 
farmers have they can easily pick it 
with their home force.” 

Strange Present to a Wife. 


A most thrilling story comes by pri- 
vate sources from the state penitentiary 
at Huntsville, though it is authentic. 
For two years the wife of a prisoner has 
lived at Huntsville, supporting herself as 
well as she could and awaiting the time 
for ‘the lration of the sentence of her 
husband who has only another year to 
serve; it appears that his trouble was 
caused because of his devotion to his 
wife, with whom he was much in love. 
During the time the woman lived in 
Huntsville she has regularly visited him 
on every occasion permitted by tha 
prison rules, and a most ‘loving couple 
they were. Last Saturday she decided, 
after much persuasion, that a free man 
was better than one in the penitentiary, 
and decided to marry a fellow who had 
imiportuned her for a few weeks. She 
at once applied for’'a divorce, on the 
grounds that her husband had been con- 
victed of a felony, which is a statutory 
case in Texas. Her lawyer went to the 
penitentiary to serve the process on the 
husband, who was working in the wood- 
yard. The poor fellow listened quietly 
to the lawyer. Then he suddenly raised 
his sharp ax in his left hand, and with 
one blow smote off his right arm, just be- 
low the elbow. Dropping the bloody ax, 
he picked up the quivering limb, and 
handing it to the lawyer, said: ‘‘Present 
this as my wedding gift to her.” He 
dropped in a faint. and has since been 
lying between life and death in the hos- 
pital.

The invitation to Admiral Dewey to 
visit Atlanta came from the city coun- 
cil as a municipal act, and was offered 
and accepted before any other city in 
the south had moved in the matter. 
It was aftar this accomplished fact 
that other cities took the suggestion 
to have him extend the visit to them 
as well, among them the city of Ma- 
con. While reference might be mada 
to the taste of trying to minimize the 
importance of Atlanta’s action, we 
forego that in consideration of the 
laudable desire of avery community 
to see a man who is the center of 
observation. It was not necessary that 
any city, in order to win recognition, 
should have belittled the one which 
first movad, nor cast insinuations upon 
the motives governing it. Yet it is 
at this point, with Admiral Dewey’s 
acceptance of the Atlanta invitation 
in view, that Representative Bartlett, 
urging the claims of Macon, is quoted 
as using the ill-considered sentence 
above. 

There is a fair in progress in At- 
lanta, It is the state fair, and as such 
is entitled to the same help from Rap- 
resentative Bartlett as if it were be- 
ing held in Macon. The site chosen 
is a mere incidant, in nowise lessen- 
ing the duty of every citizen of the 
state to support it. Even if it were 
not the state fair, but one municipal, 
tha duty of every Georgian still re- 
mains to every section of his state, 
and whether it be the state fair, held 
this year in Atlanta or next year in 
‘Augusta, the Macon carnival or tha 
Valdosta wiregrass exhibit, it makes 
no difference to the man whose pa- 
triotism covers the whole state. The 
insinuation, however, that by going to 
Macon, Admiral Dewey would not be- 
come an ‘“‘annex” is disproved by the 
facts, of which Representative Bart- 
lett seems to be uninformad. 

The invitation was extended to Ad- 
miral Dewey without any reference to 
the fact that the state of Georgia was 
about to hold a fair in this city. It 
graw out of the desire of the friends 
of Lieutenant Brumby to present him 
with a sword in recognition of his part 
in the naval battle of Manila, and the 
readiness of Admiral Dewey to honor 
his lieutenant by being present on the 
occasion cam@ as a pleasant surprise

give him a reception such as would be 
creditable to the state. The selection 
of the date was entirely in Admiral 
Dawey’s hands, and might as. well 


He selected a date which would bring 
him here during the state fair, with- 
Out suggestion or coaching. 

But, suppose tha admiral had been 
asked here during the fair, and even 
suppose some of the functions took 
place in the fair’ grounds, would the 
remarks of Representative Bartlatt 
have been in order? He was talking 
for Macon, and Macon has just closed 
carnival’ week. The management sec- 
cured the attendance of Governor 
Candler and staff, rendering it neces- 
sary for them to revoke an appoint- 
ment to visit Evansville. Were they 
invited to Macon in order to be an 
“annex” to tha carnival? Where, 
then, was the fine distinction which 
Representative Bartlett seems to draw? 
Would he extend to Governor Candler 
an invitation which he would estaem 
it an indignity to offer Admiral Dewey?

Three of these four 
systems raach this city, and it is to be 
hoped that in the competition for 
business, which is sure to become 
more strenuous in the future, our mer- 
chants will have less and less cause 
to complain of discriminations and 
rulings. The fact that tha roads cen- 
ter here increases the importance of 
Atlanta as a distributing point, and 
this fact is sure to increase the influ- 
ence of our mercantile and commer- 
cial interests. 

The truth is, however, that the whole 
State will derive very substantial bene- 
fits from the operations of three great 
compating systems, in the matter of 
beth imports and exports, and the 
facilities introduced will give a fresh 
incentive to the development of our 
material resources. 
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North Carolina Senatorial Contest. 

In view of the demagogic campaign 
started by Senator Pritchard, of North 
Carolina, against the adoption of the 
franchis4 amendment to the constitu- 
tion in that state, the first duty of al) 
democrats is unity. 

‘There are at present four candidates 
to succeed ‘Marion Butler in the sen- 
ate. These gentlamen are all men 
who would make their mark in the 
upper house, and in any one of them 
North Carolina would have a repre- 
sentative equal to any who had pre- 
caded him. A hot canvass between 
them, however, at the present time 
would only have the effect of dividing 
the people, and possibly of endangering 
the franchise amendment. 

We are giad to see that the candi- 
dates now propose that all discussion 
of senatorial ambitions should be post- 
poned until after the franchise ¢e'ec- 
tion. As a further step toward this 
desirable end, The Raleigh News sug- 
gests a primary, so that the people 
might express thair choice’ direct. 
Another result would be to keep the 
senatorial question out of the legisla- 
tive canvass, relying upon the men 
electad to obey instructions. In a 
state so close as North Carolina every 
step needs to be guarded. The speech 
of Senator Pritchard, in which he seeks 
to array the ignorance of the _ state 
against its intelligence, shows’ the 
character of the fight which the re- 
publicans are willing to make. 

The primary plan has worked excel- 
lently in Georgia. Its effect has been 
to invite the people into the discus- 
sions of the party, and it enables sen- 
atorial aspirants to appeal directly to 
the masses, without the intervention 
of other issues. It also challenges the 
popular loyalty, as a caucus nomina- 
tion never could. 
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President Hadley’s Speech. 

The speech dalivered by President 
Hadley, of Yale university, upon un- 
dertaking his new duties is findine 
favorable discussion in the press ag 
the country. 

The point which receives most at- 
tention {s that wherein he says: 

The increasa of wealth in the outside 
world is a perpetual menace to old-fash- 
ioned democratic equality. If we have 
within the college life not only differ- 
ences in things studied, but difference in 
enjoyment between rich and poor, we are 
at once in danger of witnessing a devel- 
opment of social distinctions and class 
interests which shall sweep away the 
thing which was most characteristic and 
most valuable in the earlier education of 
our colleges. 

Not tha intellectual life only, nor the 
social Hfe only, but the whole religious 
and mora! atmesphere suffers deteriora- 
tion if a place becomes known either as 
a rich man’s college or, worse yet, as a 
collega where rich and poor meet on dif- 
ferent footings. 

It is well that a warning voice should 


have been raised against the dete- | 


| rioration of the manhood of the coun- 

try owing te undue indulgence and 
luxury. That these words should have 
baen spoken from Yale is especially 
significant, because that institution is 
itself one of those which is under 
temptation to fall by the wayside, and 
to regard riches and environment 
more than the man. In the early 
days the backwoodsman was at home 
in the classes of Yale, but the increase 
of population and of wealth has 
brought to the institution a roll of 
students who do not feel the pinching 
necessities of life, and many of whom 
have no aims for tha future, 

The purpose of teaching these young 
men that inactivity has no place in 
normal life, and that riches but en- 
large the opportunities of a healthy 
mind, will do away with the danger 
of class distinctions which would arise 
undar a condition of luxurious uncon- 
cern. Yale college can do much in 
setting the pace for a more vigorous 
policy during the years of study, thus 
furnishing to the world young men 
who will be of some bevpefit to it. 

The trouble with our southern col- 
leges is not a want of democratic 
equality, for none of them are suf- 
ficiently endowed even for the most 
meager purposes. Tha@ average rich 
man who dies hereabout feels under 
no necessity of remembering educa- 
tional institutions, and our state legis- 
latures, prolific @anough In some. re- 
gards, are strangely economical when 
it comes to furnishing means _ for 
hieher education for their own people. 
If hard times and small appropria- 
tions are necessary to create equality 
in college. we have a superabundance 
of it rieht now. 
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The Social Plague. 

The social plague of divorce is now 
a prominent topic of discussfon 
throughout the country. 

The great moral question of the agas 
as to what to do with the “lepers of 
society” has always been accompa- 
nied by a penalty against the offend- 
ers even if it brought no_ reform. 
Thare was at least the satisfaction that 
the lines were well drawn, and that 
if we had a wicked section of life, it 
was easy to recognize and avold ft. 
Now, however, from small beginnings 
which grew out of a desire to ralease 
irksome spouses, there has erown up 
an evil disastrous to the social system 
because of its insidious approach, and 
of the respectability which it claims 
for its beneficiaries. 

The latast religious body to take no- 
tice of the divorce evil was the Bap- 
tist assoclation of Connecticut. A mo- 
tion to refuse to sanction the marriage- 
of divorcees was passed by a vote of 
29 to 94. This result was brouveht 
about bv Rey. Allen K. Foster. who 
presented these astounding figures: 


Tha dimenstond of the evil pre such ne 
tn force on to this rnosition.,. When it ts 
known that tn tha T'nited States the al- 
vorcea in W286 were 154.9 ner cent mor 
than {fn 1887: that in general divorces are 
increasing more than twice as fast as the 
population: that in a period of twenty 
years thera was the appalling number 
of 328.714 divorces in the United States: 
that by a small estimate 670,580 ehildren 
were the result of the marriages thus dis- 
solved, it would be impossible to assume 
an attitude too rieid on the subject. IT? 
we look at the situation In our own state, 
the picture grows darker still. For thir- 
ty years the averaga ratio of divorces 
was one in every twelve and one-tenth 
marriages 

In New Haven for the six months from 
January Ist to August 1, 1898. there were 
granted eighty-threa divorces. Of these, 
fifty-two were whera one or both resided 
in New Haven. The number of marriage 
licenseg issued in the sarne city for the 
same period was 518. Of these, 220 were 
Roman Catholics, among whom, much to 
their credit, there is practically no al- 
vorce. There was one divorce to every 
five and se2ven-tenths marriages. 

An examination of the personne] 
applicants for divorce yields absolutely 
no comfort. It is not alone the so-called 
lower classes that are guilty. It is in the 
exclusive upper circles Of society, where, 
perhaps, the greatest wrong is done in 
thia matter. My reason is that the New 
Testament, in letter and spirit, is op- 
posed te it. As a question of policy, it 
shows to mé that a conclusion ought to 
bs speedy. For the protection of the 
young from error our position should be 
unequivocal. 

The awakening of conscience among 
tha religious bodies has been rendered 
necessary by the reckless carelessness 
with which divorce has been rendered 
easy by state legislatures. In Geaorela, 
for instance, there is no _ resist- 
ance on behalf of the state against 
those who abuse the very lax 
law which we hava  Tothe credit 
of the white people of the state 
it must be stated. that many of 
the divorces granted are to persons 
who avail themselves of residence here 
to become free from matrimonial 
bonds, but behind us, there is an evil 
threatening in character. ‘The negro 
population, which Christians have been 
spending money and lives to civilize 
and convert, understands tha privilege 
of divorce perfectly. Among them 
there is no regard for the permanency 
of the marriage tie. Added to their 
loose natural concaption of the mar- 
riage obligation, they see the state 
not only sanctioning unlimited divorce, 
but equally ready to legalize tha mar- 
riage of divorced persons a dozen 
times over. 

What are we to expect from suc 
a population as this, drawing warrant 
for conjugal looseness from laws mada 
by thelr white superiors? The situa- 
tion is alarming, and it cannot be 
taken hold of too soon.

ALFRED LIVINGSTON, 
A GEORGIA PIONEER 


An Atlanta man, while in Covington, 
this week, had his attention directed by 
a friend to an old gentleman who was 
talking to a group in front of The Star 
office. 

“How old would you take him to be?’’ 
asked the Covington citizen. 

“About seventy—possibiy seventy-five,” 
replied the Atlantian. 

“Just ninety-six,”’ said the other. 

The man from Atlanta looked hard at 
the old farmer, who was the subject of 
discussion. He would have passed any- 
where for a man of seventy. His figure 
was slightly bent about the shoulders, 
but otherwise it gave no sign of extreme 


bright eyes were those of a person in vig- 
orous health, and in the full possession 
of every mental and physical faculty. 


“That is Alfred Livingston, the father 
of your congressman, Hon. Lon Living- 
ston,”’ 

‘Is it possible?’’ exclaimed the tourist. 

He asked for an introduction, and had 
& very pleasant chat with one of the 
most remarkable oldtimers in Georgia. 

Mr. Livingston’s talk and manner made 
it evident that he was in fine health and 
spirits. He admitted that he was ninety- 
six years old, but claimed that he felt 
as well as he ever did in his life, though 
he realized the fact that he was not alle 
to get about as actively as when he first 
came to Covington three-quarters of a 
century ago. 

“The men who were on deck then,” he 
said, ‘‘are all gone. I do not know that 
a single one of them is now living.” 

“You seem to have good eyesight yet," 
remarked the Atlantian. 

“I can see fairly well,’”’ was the an- 
swer, “not as well as I could eighty 
years ago, but I can still read and write 
without glasses. The other day I wrote 
two long letters without glasses, and I 
had no trouble.”’ 


This grand old man is a great favorite 
in Covington. He lives on his farm about 
ten miles out, but frequently rides to 
town, where he is always warmly greet- 
ed by a host of friends. 

He is loved by young and old, and is 
honored by his neighbors as one of the 
finest examples of a ~nodel citizen to be 
found arywhere. 

When Alfred Livingston was a boy, old 
enough to take an interest in »hat he 
saw and heard, great events were 
transpiring in the world. Here in Geor- 
gia John Milledge had just resigned the 
United States senatorship, and Charles 
Tait was elected to succeed him. Da- 
vid B. Mitchell was governor, following 
Jared Irwin, the grandfather of. the late 
Judge Jared Irwin Whitaker, of Atlanta. 

It was a quart®\& of a century tefore 
railways, and a few years before steam- 
boats had come into general use. 

The telegraph, electric motors and 
lights, sewing machines, stoves, matches 
and a hundred other conveaiences were 
unknown, 


In those days young Livingston had few 
opportunities. Georgia had only two 
academies when he was eight years old, 
cne at Mount Zion and the other at 
Powelton. 

The state had only 250,000 population 
then, and only two banks .and two or 
three factories. 

When the lad was about nine years old, 
our second war with ngland broke cout. 
In spite of the “‘Embaryo act’ of 150%, 
England had tried ec force a cotton trade 
with Georgia, and had sent war vessels 
to Savannah to open that port. Our peo- 
ple refused to sell cotton, and the British 
threatened to burn Savannah, but they 
left, after firing several shots at a pilot 
boat. After this outrage Georgia adcvo- 
cated war, and when it was declared, 
Governor Mitchell called vut 10,000 
diers for coast duty. 

When the war was ended Georgia pro- 
testcd against the treaty of peace, and 
was in favor of fighting for better terms. 

About the same time we had some of 
our fiercest wef with the Indians in 
the west and northwest. 

Alfred Livingston remembers when 
James Madison was serving his first pres- 
idential term. He remembers all about our 
victories on sea and land when he was 
a little fellow--remembers our naval he- 
1ces, Hull, Lawrence and Perry. and our 
great generals of that time, Harrison, 
Scott and Jackson. 

He was eleven years old when the New 
Ergiand states held a secession conven- 
tion at Hartford, onn.. a convention sv 
treasonable in the midst of a war with a 
foreign couniry, that the delegates nev- 
er dared to make the proveedings public. 


This wide-nwake Georgia boy was 
twelve years old when Napoleon was de- 
feated at the battle of Waterloo, and he 
heard people talk about !t for years af- 
terwards. 

He was a good sized lad whan Napoleon 
was at the height of his power. 

When he was a grown dnan, the Pacific 
ccast, the southwestern states, Mexico, 
Central and South America all belonged 
to Spain. 

He was ab»vut thirty ‘years old when 
the Indians were removed from this part 
of Georgia. 

The brief sugsestion of these roints 
will give the reader a faint idea «of the 
historical expa::2 covered by this old 
man’s span of life. 

It would he pcssible ior a man of Pis 
age—ninety six—to be the son of a father 
who in his childhood cate over with 
Oglethorpe’s colonists. 

Just thing wf this startling statement 
for a moment. It will do more than a 
dozen of volumes of nistory to make you 
realize what a voung commonwealth we 
live in. 


I take pleasure in pointing to Alfred 
Livingston in his vigorous an-l happy old 
age, because he is a ‘'iving refutation cf 
the charge sometimes made bv outsiders 
that the conditions cf our climate are 
not favorable to longevity. 

In every vountv in Georgia I can find 
men as old or older than our congress 
man’s fath¢r, and they are in our cities 
and towns, a3 well as out in the country. 

Compare the records cf the states, 
north and souch, and I believe that in the 
statistics of longevity Georgia will make 
at.least as good a showing as env of her 
sister states. 

Occasionally we hear of a Georgian who 
has reached tne age of over 19, and re- 
cently a man in this state lived to be 112. 

But I must ston aere. I have no desire 
to find some incredible case, and start a 
controversy over it. I read the other day 
of-a Dr. Smith, In New Jersey, who had 
just married at the age of 123, but I do 
not care to bring forward any such Geor- 
gia examples.

Your paper has 4 large 
circulation in Florida, and from the interest you 
must have in her people you will be glad to 
correct such a damaging statement.

Editor Constitution—It occurs to me tat the 
state should have a law requiring sheriffs, 
bailiffs and other cfficials making sales of 
perscralty to exo2se each and every article 
plainly to the view «f every person attending 
the sales.

Of course everything 
could not be fully exposed, but before the ar- 
ticle is knockel down the spectators who may 
become bidders by seeing the articles should 
have an opportunity to view the goods offered 
for sale.

Some Cotton Suggestions. 

Editor Constitution—I would suggest that at 
the cotton convention to be held in Atlanta 
it be urged, as the most important mat- 
ter, to control the acreage in cotton and the 
price thereof—if the agricultural bureaus of 
each state will undertake to guide the farmers, 
and I am quite sure that the intelligence of 
the southern people will lead them to follow 
its dictation. 

Heretofore the negro tenant has largely 
been the cause of surplus cotton—paying at- 
tention to nothing else—and the white man 
has had to feed him. The negro has lost his 
credit, with few exceptions, and no sensible 
concern will ever extend credit to him, with 
the few exceptions referred to; the negro ten- 
ant should be left to the landlord, who would 
force him to plant less cotton and more grain. 
It is the only way to control them. They are 
very few white farmers in the south who fail 
to make sufficient bread and meat for their 
own families; it is the backing of negroes that 
ruins them. 

The other important matter is ‘‘control of 
price.’’ This should be fixed by the agricul- 
tural bureau in each stats, and can be done 
by intelligent people; fix the price and the 
werld will pay it; not anreasonable, but a 
price which will warrant profit. If we give 
prosperity to the planters you will very soon 
see plenty of meat and breai in the south and 
the next thing plenty of fine cattle, horses.

It is brought to ‘“‘sight towns’’ to obtain 
cheaper insurance and to borrow money there- 
on if necessity arises. 

lhere is not a men living who believes in 
large crops. Bets, large and small, have been 
wired from here to Neill and his intimate 
friends and believers in New Orleans and New 
York on crops of 9,500,000 to 10,750,000 bales, and 
they back down—not that they will not bet, 
for it is a matter of fact that since Nelill’s 
last estimate Messrs. H. & B. Beer offered to 
bet the crop would be 10,250,000, and they were 
soon hushed up when numerous thousands of 
dollars were put up. They had to accept some, 
but only three bets of $1,000 each, and then 
crawled in their hole. 

If you desire you can publicly offer bets from

000 and 10,750,000, and another that we will 
win every bet; all to be taken together.

This is very good acvice and ought to be fol- 
lowed. It has long been a matter of surprise 
that Atlanta, so advanced in other lines of 
manufacturing develcpment, has not shown 
greater enterprise in the manufacture of cot- 
ton. But the mere establishment of cotton 
mills, as we have learned here in Columbia, 
will not suffice to restore the lost wagon trade. 
They must be cotton mills which really com- 
pete for cotton at fheir doors; which, conduct- 
ed with public spirit, will strive to make their 
city a trading as well as a manufacturing 
point. Moreover, they must be cotton mills 
which are not operated by ‘‘bears’’ while the 
mills all around are conducted by ‘‘bulls’’—they 
must recognize facts and not wait vainly for 
a fall in prices until the trading season is 
over and the wagons have taken their bales 
elsewhere to exchange for goods. 

If the wagon trade is a ‘‘very important fea- 
ture of Atlanta’s business life.’’ what must 
it be to the business life of Columbia, a city 
cnly one-third as large? And what are our 
merchants going to do about it?

CHAIRMAN TRAMMELL'S ULTIMATUM 


He Announces That He Is Weary of 
the Delays and That There Must 
Be an End to the Parley- 
ing—The Meeting 
Yesterday. 


Chairman I. N. Trammell, of the state 
railroad commission, read the riot act 
to the roads yesterday on the Atlanta 
depot matter. 

Colonel Tramme!! declared that he was 
weary of the postponements and de'ays 
and he had reached the point where he 


was ready to act. It is the commi-sion’s 
duty, he said, to require the roads to pro- 
vide adequate railroad _ facilities. The 
roads could not be forced to build a new 
union passenger station, but the commis- 
sion has the authority to make them pro- 
vide suitable accommodations. 

“T have always been of the opinion, and 
am still, that the state ought to build its 
own station. The state of Georgia ought 
not to call on the rafjlroads to build a sta- 
ion for it. Neither ought the state allow 
the roads to get control of the terminal 
property here. But ff the state dces not 
see fit to build a new station, then it ought 
to contract with the roads, if it can, let 
them build it and at the end cf twenty 
years treat it as a betterment and pay 
the roads for it, less the deterioration. 
It is absurd to try to settle that point 
now. Whocan say what the ceterioration 
will be—whether 2 per cent, 3 per cent 
or 5 per cent? 

“The state of Georgia does not want to 
take advantage of thé roads. The people 
of this state are fair-minded and they will 
be willing to make a fair settlement with 
the companies at the end of the present 
lease to the Western and Atlantic.”’ 

The representatives of the roads, the 
railroad commissioners and the special 
legislative committee had spent two 
hours in conference, with the result that 
the members of the general assemb’y had 
asked the commission to give the roads 
ten days longer in which to try to agree 
upon a plan to submit. 

Of course, it is an old story that there fs 
some prospect that the roads will get to- 
gether. 

Major Thomas told the representatives 
of the state that he thought there was 
come likelihood that the roads would get 
together. 

President Thomas did not tell them just 
why he thought so, but The Constitution's 
representative learned after the meeting, 
from the highest duthority in the whole 
situation, that the case is taking better 
shape than it has ever had before, so far 
as the roads are concerned. They are to 
have a meeting in a few days and they 
will have to say positive y what they pro- 
pose to do. One of the factors in the case 
has determined to bring the matter to a 
head and settie it one way or the other. 
If some of the roads are not disposed t» 
co-operate they must say so, and the 
responsibility will be placed where it be- 
longs. On the other hand, if an agree- 
ment is reached, then the roads will an- 
nounce what they want the city to do and 
what they want the state to do.

The other proposition from the state 
was to build its own station, if the roads 
would agree to pay an additional rental 
equivalent to 7 per cent on the invest- 
ment. 

President Thomas replied that the roads 
would not agree to this. They might agree 
to pay 6 per cent, although some of them 
thought 5 per cent was enovgh. 

Th's was the substance of the confer- 
ence and no agreement was reached. 

On the statement of President Thomas 
that it might be possible for the roads to 
submit a proposition in ten days, the 
legislative commission asked the railroad 
commission to continue the case ten days 
longer. 

It was then that Colonel Trammell 
made the remarks outlined in the forego- 
ing. He was warm. When he concluded, 
it was explained that Major Thomas had 
not promised at the previous meeting to 
give a final answer yestérday, but had 
sald that he would try to give one. He 
had been unable, however, to get a defi- 
nite reply from some of the roads in- 
terested. 

Chairman Trammel] added that he did 
not want to make any unjust reflections 
on the innecent.

Colonel Brown announced during the 
conference that he intended to recommend 
to the legislature that the interests claim- 
ed by the Central of Georgia and the 
West Point in the old station be termi- 
nated. He declared that these roads had 
obtained much more from the use of the 
station than they had paid for its con- 
struction, and that they were really in- 
debted to the state.

MORE COTTON MILLS WANTES 


Apricultural Department Thinks Farmers’ 
Conditlon Can Be Bettered, 


ONE COTTON MILL TO EACH COUNTY 


The Last Estimate Made by Commis- 
sioner Stevens Is Based on the 
October Report of the 
Government Au- 
thorities. 


Commissioner O. B. Stevens, of the 


state department of agriculture, has low- 


ered his estimate of the cotton crop of 
the south to 9,000,000 bales. The cstimate 
is based on the October report of the 
government, and can be relied upon in 
being fairly accurate. 

Commissioner Stevens has been satis- 
fled for several weeks past that the crop 
of 10,000,000 which the department pre- 
dicted early in the season would not be 
realized, but, before making a second 
estimate, ne preferred to wait for the 
October repcrt, and until cotton condl- 
tions throughout the south could be bet- 
ter gauged. 

The Constitution several weeks ago 
gave through its columns the estimate 
of one of the Virginia correspondents of 
the department of agriculture, who placed 
the year’s crop of the south as low &s 
8,500,000 bales. This estimate was made 
as the result of a comparison of figures 
that showed the crops for the last ten 
years. It is easy to see that the depart- 
ment of agricultura is now approaching 
the figures given by the Virginia statistl- 
cian. Following is an open letter of Com- 
missioner Stevens to the farmers of the 
state, in which he gives his estimate and 
urges the more general establishment of 
cotton mills in the state: 

In our August talk we estimated that we 
would make a 10,000,000 bale crop. This was 
based upon the conditions of.the crop at that 
time. Stnce then the condition of the weath- 
er has been such as to make a material change 
in the prospectus. We believe now under the 
existing state of affairs that the crop of the 
United States will not exceed 9,000,000 or 9,500,- 
000 bales. 

We find from comparison’ with the years 18% 
and 1899, according to statistics furnished by 
the United States department, that in_ 1894 
there were 22,341,000 acres planted and in 18/9 
only 20,918,000 acres, a decrease of 1,423,000 
acres, 

In 1896 the conditions were reported an 
average of 60.7 in October, while we have 62.5 
per cent for October, 1899, making only 1.89 
per cent more favorable for this season. 

This shows but little advantage as fo the 
conditions, but we have a decrease in acreage 
of 1,423,000 acres and we can readily estimate 
that the crop will barely exceed the crop of 
1896, which was 8,714,000 bales. 

Under these conditions cotton should bring 
between 8 and 9 cents per pound by January 
ist. This opinion is based on the price cotton 
brought in 1896 under like conditions. 

We do not advise the farmers to hold their 
cotton to the hurt of the merchants and banks 
who accommodated them, no do we advise 
them to hold at all, but the indications are ail 
favorable to better prices. 

Go to see the people you owe and consult 
with them, as their interests are yours. Make 
such arrangements as will help you and not 
embarrass them. 


Factory in Each County. 


We raise 75 per cent of the crop of the world 
and we manufacture only one-sixth of this 
staple. We ask if this is a wise policy? Shall 
we continue to pay freight both ways on our 

} 
raw and manufactured material when we have 
every advantage, if we would but use energy 
and the means we have to become independent? 

I believe it would be a wise policy for a 
factory to be established in each county that 
raised cotton, where the amount {ts sufficient 
to run the factory. 

It has been proven by experiments in sev- 
eral counties of this state that smal! mills 
that manufacture twine, rope, burlaps and 
checks have proved successful and profitable 
and there is no reason why we should not 
manufacture the finer goods unless it be 
that the capital required for these mills will 
cost more than we are able at present to 
invest. 

The small mills once established can use 
their surplus as a sinking fund, and yet pay 
a reasonable interest to add such machinery 
and appliances as will allow us to build such 
manufactories as will produce the finer fabrics. 

This necessity has long been recognized by 
the farmers, as well as the business men of 
the south, but the cry of hard times and 
lack of capital has prevented the building of 
such factories. 

Now we propose a plan by which the farm- 
ers of each county becomes a joint owner as 
well as a producer. Let each farmer tak2 
stock in a factory, If he has not the ready 
cash, let him subscribe one bale of cottun 
this year and thus pay in three or four years 
his subscription. It is easy to procure advanzas 
from capitalists when there is a basis to 
make them secure, at such rates as will he 
easy for the borrower to pay back the money 
borrowed. When this is done, then the farm- 
er becomes a buyer as well as a producer. If 
raw cotton goes up he wins, and if raw cut- 
ton brings a low price and manufactured goods 
bring a fair price he is still a winner. 

If the stock of the factory pays a dividend 
his stock becomes the nucleous and collateral 
upon which he can borrow money at a lower 
rate than he can obtain it by mortgaging 
his crop or lands. Why, then, should we not 
establish a system that will prove beneficia] 
to the men who produce the supplies of all 
the necessities of life? 

Think over these maiters and let us get 
together and organize such methods as will 
prove beneficial to the interests of the producers 
of our cotton. 0. B. STEVENS,

Levislators Talk of New Plan of 
Electing Judges 


THE RESULTS POSSIBLE 


It Is Serlously Doubted If the System 
Will Be a Success, 


IMPORTANT REPORT PARDON BOARD 


Secretary of State Philip Cook Tells 
of the Recommendations He Will 
Make to the Legislature 
in His Annual 
Report.

In the political talk which is the neces- 
sary accompaniment of the coming of the 
legislature; the part which the new plan 
of election of judges and solicitors by the 
people will play is a topic often touched 
upon. The possibilities presented by the 
nomination of all judges and soliciters by 
a state convention appeal particularly to 
the men who look at politics with a prac- 
tical eye, and there are many predictions 
that this will not last long. As a promi- 


nent state official put it yesterday: 

“IT do not believe the system of election 
by the people will last very long, or that 
it will be very satisfactory. No system 
could escape criticism, for the people 
whose ambitions are thwarted—as is 
bound to be the case with many aspi- 
rants—are sure to criticize. That sort of 
Gisappointment was at the bottom of 
the criticism hurled at the plan of elect- 
ing by the legislature; and there would 
be just as virulent criticism against ap- 
pointment by the governor, or even selec- 
tion by the supreme court judges, which 
seems to me more nearly the ideal plan 
than any other. No system is guing to 
meet the approval of everybody, for the 
defeated will charge their failures up to 
the plan of selection, whatever it may be. 

“But there are Other grounds for criti-. 
c‘sm of the present system. From a 
practical political standpoint, it seems ty 
me. to open up possibilities for building 
up a ring even greater than existed under 
selection by the legislature. A state 
judicia! convention is here today and 
gone tomorrow, is an entirely irresponsi- 
ble body as compared with the legisla- 
ture; is made up of persons chosen solely 
with the desire to promote the interests 
of some friend or friends, and is, there- 
fore, capable ef manipulation even be- 
yond that charged against the legislature 
in the palmiest days of ring talk. Such 
a system admits of handling in a way 
that would practically dictate the politics 
of the stat2—could, in fact, do it much 
more thoroughly than was  pussibie 
through manipulation of i legislatures 
whose members had much else to con- 
sider than the interests of aspiring candi- 
dates. 1 am no pessimist, but, to me, all 
ihe things I have indicated seem possi- 
bie.'’ 

Fear for the Legisiature. 

“And there is one other thing,’ sug- 
gested a member of the legislature who 
was present ‘I Know it will sound like 
sacrilege or conceit in me 10 gay so, but 
I am inclined to believe that we will not 
get as good legislatures in the future ag 
we have had in the past. Perhaps 1 am 
wrong, and I hope i am; but as it looks 
to me, the interest in the political fights 
has had a great deal to do with making 
membership in the legislature attractive 
to many men who could not otherwise be 
induced to ccme. This is true of promi- 
nent business men in the different coun- 
ties, and especially of a lot of bright 
young men who have come for the pur- 
pose of making acquaintance and reputa- 
ion. True, these latter have used their 
membership in the.legislature as a step- 
ping stone to something else, but they 
haw been full of ambition toa make 
records for themselves, and have proven 
the best of legislators. Under the new 
judicial system, this incentive fer coming 
to the capitol is taken away to a large 
extent, and the character of membership 
in the legislature is very likely to undergo 
a change. I do not think it will be a 
change sor the better, but perhaps I am 
pessimistic.”’ 

Early Meeting of State Committee. 

It is generally understood that Chair- 
man duBignon, in view of the fact that 
the’ state committee must take action 
concerning the judicial drimary, will as- 
semble the committee at an earlier date 
than -isual. In speaking of the matter a 
few days ago, Chairman duBignon said: 

“I will, in all probability, call a meet. 
ing of the committee some time in Jan- 
vary or early in February. The question 
of procedure in arranging for a judicial 
primary is of considerable importance, 
and much interest is attached to it. Since 
this is a new question with which the 
committee has to deal, I deem it wise to 
assemble the committee in advance of 
the usual time in order that tho plan 
that is to be agregd upon may be an- 
nounced and understood.”’

Prison Commission Report. 

The members of the prison commission 
are at work oh a report which promises 
to be one of the most important of all 
the documents submitted by state officers 
to the governor and legislature, (fhe rea- 
son for this is obvious. The past year 
has brought a notable change in the 
prison system of the state, and the re- 
port now in preparation will tell of the 
change and how it works. 

The first year will not show as great 
revenue to the state as will accrue under 
the new system in the future, for there 
has been considerable extra expense in 
making the change; but the report of 
Commissioners Turner, Evans and Eason 
will show what may be expected as well 
as what has been accomplished. The pur- 
chase of the convict farm at Milledgeville 
and all of the changes that have been 
brought about under the provisions of the 
act of the jegislature at its last session 
will be told at length in the report, and 
there will be presented other interesting 
facts about the working of this impor- 
tant branch of the state government, 

The penitentiary figures will show an 
increase in the number of convicts, but 
this does not mean a decrease in crime. 
The difference is due to the law which 
gives juries the discretion in certain 
cases to determine whether the punish- 
ment shall be for a felony or a misde- 
meanor, 

The result of this has been that in 
many cases which under the law are tech- 
nically felonies punishable by imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary, the juries have 
decreed confinement in the chaingangs 
rather than the penitentiary; so while 
there is a decrease in the penitentiary 
population, this is offset by the increase 
in the convictions to the changangs. 

Chairman Turner says that the expos- 
ure of chaingang methods did much 
good; that. there has been great improve- 
ment is shown by the inspections conduc- 
ted by the penitentiary department. There 
is much more uniformity in the method 
of conducting these chaingangs than there 
ever was before. So far as can be as- 
certained, the rules laid down by the 
penitentiary department are being ob- 
served and there are none of the causes 
for complaint that were so many in the 
past, 

Charters To Be Uniform. 

Secretary of State Cook wll n hs an- 
nual report make the suggestion to the 
legislature that charters of companies of 
all kinds be uniform and that they be 
ssued through the office of secretary of 
state. As it is, many are issued by the 
judges of superior courts and there is no 
record of them whatever in any state 
office. 


in talking of the matter, “that there 
should be uniformity im the charters or 
all similar business organizations and 
that this is the proper office to grant 
them. I do not say this in criticism of 
any of the charters that have been is- 
sued or anything of that sort, but the 
state is obviously interested in all these 
organizations and it seems to me a self- 
evident proposition that there should be 
uniformity in their provisions. Of course 
there is supposed to be such uniformity 
within certain Imits, but no harm will be 
done anybody if there is uniform action 
such as would be best insured by issue 
from one and the same source, and that 
the office of the secretary of state. 

“Such a change as I have suggested 
would be valuable in more ways than 
one,’ continued the secretary. “I am 
constantly in receipt of inquiries concern- 
ing business enterprises which I am un- 
able to answer with any degree of ac- 
curacy—in many cases unable to answer 
at all. In other states the office of the 
secretary of state is that from which 
all possible information concerning the 
resources and interests of the state can 
be obtained and jit is natural, therefore, 
that persons desiring such information 
about Georgia should write this office. 
Take a recent instance to illustrate what 
I mean. You recall: it was published 
broadcast that the Crown Cotton Mills 
of Georgia had paid an annual dividend 
of something like ninety-three per cent. 
Immediately on the heels of the an- 
nouncement came inquiries as to its au- 
thenticity, the size and location of the 
mills, and particularly as to the charter 
under which it was working. There was 
absolutely nothing in this office from 
which such information could be obtain- 
ed. | spent two days in ascertaining 
where the mills were located; then I 
found that they were operated under a 
charter issued by the superior court of 
Whitfield county and that was as far as 
I could go. Another request for informa- 
tion was from a northern capitalist who 
said he contemplated establishing a knit- 
ting factory in Georgia and asking wheth- 
er there was any such institution. There 
was nothing here to tell me and there 
could not be under the present system. 
I spent some of my own time getting 
at the information the writer desired, or 
rather in getting enough to put him on 
the track of what he was after. 

State Board of Information. 

‘“‘Now my idea is that there should be 
some state source from which information 
of this kind could be obtained. ] have 
noticed that the annual reports of the 
secretaries of other states, southern as 
well as northern, are replete with val- 
uable information concerning the state's 
resources and enterprises. Our own an- 
nual report is a brief summary of the 
work of the office, the few railroad char- 
ters that have been issued and very little 
else. It is a small pamphlet utterly in- 
significant when compared with the re- 
ports of other states. There is much I 
might put in—much in the way of infor- 
mation valuabie to the state—but there is 
no fund to prowide for printing such a 
volume. We ought to lose no opportunity 
of presenting the advantages of Georgia 
to the -outside world. Other southern 
states are looking after their own in- 
terests in this regard and we owe it to 
ourselves to, advertise our own resources, 
for if we do not nobdy else will. There 
should be some state office to do this and 
other states do it through the office of 


secretary of state.”

Three new professors have been added 
to the faculty of the Technological school 
and are all now at work at the iInstitu- 
tion. These professors have been selected 
to fill vacancies caused by deaths and 
resignations. 

Profesor E. F. Scattergood, of Rutgers 
college, has just began his duties as pro- 
fessor of electricity and mechanical en- 
gineering, as successor of Professor R. 
W. Quick, who recently died here. Pro- 
fessor C. E. Coolidge will fill the position 
made vacant by the resignation of Pro- 
fessor J. Hardin Jones, of the mechanical 
engineering department, who goes to Chi- 
na to enter the engineering business. Pro- 
fessor Allan B. Morton will be an assist- 
ant instructor in the apprentice class. 

All of these professors are experienced, 
capable men and will add considerably 
to the working force of the faculty with 
their ability and have been gladly wel- 
comed to the institution. 

The school now has exactly 401 ma- 
triculates on the rolls, and it is expected 
that this number will be increased to 
more than 500 by Christmas. Every room 
of the dormitories {s occupied and two 
houses in the city have been rented for 
the boys.

GAME IS THIS AFTERNOON 


Promises To Be Close—Both Teams 
Are in the City—Few Men 
with Them. 


Large crowds of college men came to 
the city last night, and/were seen in all 
the hotel lobbies expectantly discussing 
the probable outcome of the first great 
football game of the season that is to be 
played at Piedmont park this afternoon 
at 3 o’clock, between the elevens of the 
University of Georgia and the University 
of the South.

the south. 

During the afternoon and night many 
tets were made on the result of the game, 
nearly all of them ‘be'ng even money, 
thoveh some few individuals offered odds 
on the Sewanee team.

Georgia Boys Practice. 


Shortly after their arrival yesterday the 
Georgia eleven went to the park, where 
they were put through about two hours 
of light practice under the direction of 
Coach Saussy. 

The men lined up in good style, but in 
their practice were a little slow in calling 
the signals and putting the ball in play. 
It was only an easy, short practice, and 
the coach evidently did not care to show 
just what good work the men really 
could do. 

The backs ran with the ball in good 
style, following their interference in 
nearly every case in a clever manner. 
This work does not. count much, except 
to show that the men are trained to a fin- 
ish, and that they know the game aimost 
perfectly. 

How Sewanee Men Look. 


The Sewanee men went to their hotel 
soon after their arrival, but a representa- 
tive of The Constitution was allowed to 
see them. The men 100k to be trained in 
the most perfect style, having a healthy, 
peculiarly fresh look that is tu he seen op 
the faces of: all well-trained athletes. 

Trey did not appear to weigh nearly as 
much as do the Georgia men, but they 
had an elastic step, and a healthy glow 
upon their cheeks. None seemed to be 
the least overstrained, and all appeared to 
be finished in a fins style 

The Sewanee men have played no game 
this season, but have been in hard train- 
ing for several weeks under Coach Suter, 
one of the best men that ever played on 
Princeton's elevens. They are thus slight- 
ly handicaped, for the Georgia team has 
played one game, though it was with a 
minor college. The Clemson team was 
defeated by a score of 11 to 0, in a game 
played in mud ana rain. 

All of the Sewanee men are old, ex- 
perienced players, and know the game in 
all its intricate points. Last year the 
eleven finished the season second to North 
Carolina, and this season they hope to 
win the championship. 

On the other hand, the Georgia men, 


too, are experienced, five of the eleven 
having played last year, and the other six 
having played at other places. Hamilton 
and Finnegan played at Athens in one 
Or two games last. year, and have had 
much experience. 

Altogether, the two elevens are as 
evenly matched as any two that ever 
played in Atlanta, and the game will be 
one Of the hardest contested seen in the 
city in Many seasons.
